Volley That Mortally Wounds at Least One 
Person Repulses Rioters Who Send for Dyn- 
mite With Which to Blow Up Prison.

DANVILLE, Ill., July 26, 1 a. m.—-A 
race war is raging in Danville tonight. 

One negro, J. D. Mayfield, a refugee 
from Evansville, Ind., which also recently 
had a race struggle, has already been 
lynched and his body mutilated and 
burned by a mob of 600 men and women, 
who are now gathering about the jail, 
clamoring for the life of James Wilson, 
who has confessed to assaulting Mrs. 
Thomas Burgess, wife of a farmer at Al- 
van, near this city. 

Women members of the mob are direct- 
ing the men and taking a leading part. 

Once the mob began to use battering 
rains on the jail doors. 

The sheriff and his deputies fired into 
the crowd. 

Several persons were wounded, some, it 
is believed, fatally. Among those hit by 
the bullets were: 

Adam Merry, fatally shot through the 
head. 

H. Hines, 
may die. 

Otto Heinke, shot in arm, will recover. 

Partolman Charles Lopp, clubbed on the 
head while defending Mayfield. 

Patrolman William Leverenz, badly in- 
jured internally by mob’s battering ram

Just as the mob was preparing to storm 
the jail some one suggested that they go 
back and cut down the dead negro.

While the mob’s victim was burning, 
several men fired bullets into the flames. 
Several Knives were drawn with which to 
hack the burning corpse. The ears were 
chopped off and the feet, which protruded 
from the flames, were hacked to pieces. 

When the mob had done everything its 
fury could suggest, it turned again to the 
jail, in front of which was still smoulder- 
ing the human bonfire. 

A fence rail was procured as a battering 
Tam, and the mob charged the jail door. 

Inside, guarding the prisoners, were 
Sheriff R. D. Whitlock, several deputies 
and a negro turnkey. 

All were armed. Sheriff Whitlock 
shouted to the mob to stand back, or he 
and his men would fire. 

The warning was unheeded and, as the 
mob was almost upon the jail door, a vol- 
ley rang out from the inside. 

Several of the mob fell. A bullet 
pierced the head of Adam Merry. His 
death is a matter of but a short time. 


Woman Urges Mob 

to Hang Sheriff. ne 

H. Hines received bullets in the shoulder 
and neck and his wounds are so desperate 
that his death is expected. 

Otto Heinke was wounded in the arm, 
Others received lesser injuries. 

A woman mounted a large store box in 
the middle of the publie square and shout- 
ed: “Kill the sheriff. He has shot. more 
than one white man on account of a ne- 
gro.” 

The mob was especially wild in its anger 
against the negro turnkey. After the 
fusilade it recoiled for a few minutes, but 
immediate preparations were made for 
another attack. 

A message was sent to a mining camp 
at Westfield, Ill, to bring over dynamite 
to blow up the jail, and the mob leaders

These services must be over before the 
service imploring a fortunate election of u 
new pope can be held. This will take place 
next Friday, when the cardinals enter the 
conclave and are shut off from the world. 

Don Marto Chigi, the grand marshal, is 
undertaking the management of the Vat- 
ican. 

Two ballotings will take place daily, the 
Cardinals writing the names on slips of 
paper. 

As long as the election is without result, 
the cardinal chamberlain will burn the 
slips, the smoke of which will rise, so 
that persons standing in the great square 
of St. Peter’ can see fit. Smoke visible at 
ll a. m. and 5 p. m. proves that no Pope 
has been elected. 

When, no smoke appears, the election is 
definite 

Then a large cardboard, with the name 
of the Pope inscribed in big black letters 
on it, will appear on the gallery. 

Soon after this the Pope will show him- 
self in pontifical robes and give a biessing 
to the peuple assembled on the square. 

In the Vatican, they have three sets of 
robes ready. one for a herculean figure, 
one for a man of middle height and an- 
other for a diminutive Pope. From these 
robes the dress of the victor will be se- 
lected.

Of the many alleged wills presented, only 
one was found to have a backer when the 
case came up in Probate Court before 
Judge Bhaw and, later, before Judge Cur- 
tis D. Wilbur. This was the document pre- 
sented by Mrs. Driggs. It bore date of 
January 14, 1888, two days after Salem 
Charles had been in New York. This dis- 


crepancy of two days and their inability to 
trace Salem Charles during that time was 
the biggest obstacle the Charleses had to 
overcome. 

The Charles Hill that Mrs. Driggs told of 
was a member of the counterfeiting gang 
to which Jim Guyon, George Manning an 
Nelson Driggs belonged, and of which 
Driggs was the acknowledged leader, and 
the scenes of the aperations included Min- 
neowa, Minn.; Centralia, Ill., and Dayton, 
OQ. They were raided at each place. 

At the Dayton “plant” they turned out 
the famous “Webster head” counterfeit 
$10 bills, the plates for which have never 
been recovered. Mrs. Driggs admits she 
knows where they are, and that she only 
can find them, but does not propose to 
do so. 

Mrs. Driggs knew Charles Hill, not 
only as a member of the gang, but as a 
warm friend of her husband and herself. 
Hill, she said, told her, about the time a 
child was to be born to her, that he 
would make the child his heir if it were 


a boy, and when he returned, Jan. 14, 
1888, and found a daughter had been 
born. he was disappointed, but said he 


would make the child his heir, anyway. 

Pen, ink and paper were taken to him, 
and he asked Mrs. Driggs to draw up 
his will and said he would sign it. She 
started to do so, spilled the ink and made 
the will with lead pencil. This was the 
will produced in court here. The wit- 
nesses were George Manning and Nelson 
Driggs. 

In 1889 the den was raided by secret 
service men and Driggs was captured. 
Guyon and Hill escaped by shooting 
down one of the detectives. Of the bo- 
gus “Webster head” bills. the secret 
service men found $280,000. 


Once Tried on 
Counterfeiting Charge. 


It was shortly after this that Mrs. 
Driggs and her husband were taken to 


Cincinnati for trial. After the trial, 
which resulted in a disagreement of the 
jury, Mrs. Driggs returned home, and 
her husband was rearrested, taken to 
Illinols and sentenced to Joliet, where 
he died several years later. 

Mrs. Driggs moved to New York City. 
She said she did not hear from Charles 
Hill, counterfeiter, again, until she read 
in a New York paper of the death of the 
“— man Known by that name in Los An- 
g eles. 

From the beginning of the case, the ef- 
forts of the Charieses were tq show that 
the will of Charles Hill wag a forgery. 
Mrs. Driggs brought forward as a wit- 
ness Katie Castine, who was her nurse 
and was present when the will was signed. 
She also presented the depositions of prom- 
inent business men of Dayton and Cleve- 
land, O, who knew of Charles Hil), and 
one or two of whom had been present at 
the signing of the will though not active 
witnesses. 

Mrs. Driggs proved that the will was in 
a safe deposit box in Masonic Temple, 
Chicago, long before the old man died here. 
This in addition to the testimony of wit- 
nesses to the will, gue forced the 
Charleses to abandon the original fight for 
the fortune and turn to proving Mrs. 
Driggs a bad woman. 

They brought witnesses to show her con- 
nection with the badger game at Eaton, 
O., when a girl, and others to prove that 
she was not only a counterfe'ter but had 
betrayed the gang to which she belonged. 
Mrs. Driggs did not try to defend h°¢rself. 

The final battle was over the question of 
a bald head.

If some means could be found to divert 
immigrants from the centers of popula- 
tion in the East toe the South and West, 
where workers are wanted and where 
there are splendid opportunities for them, 
much of the danger would be averted; 
but the fact that the great bulk of the 
aliens locate in the large cities presents 
a serious condition. 

Some of our western and southern 
states need immigration and seek it, but 
the immigrants will not go where thix 
need exists. They prefer life in the over.. 
erowded districts of the large cities and 
the less arduous iabors of pushing a 
hand-cart or grinding a hand-organ. 


America Used 


as Dumping Ground. 


If present conditions contine with 
plenty of work at fairly good wages, 
the imigration for the coming wear will 
be fully as large as it was last year, 
if not larger. | 

Reports from our agents abroad in- 
dicate that every possible means is be- 
ing exerted to induce imigration to the 
United States. .We have some very in- 
teresting and authentic reports which 
clearly show that organized efforts are 
being put forth in foreign countries 
to send to this country in large numbers 
the class of aliens which we regard 
as the most undesirable and which we 
use every means the law ives us to 
shut out. Hence, tt ts that the undesir- 
able classes are being diwerted to the 
points at which it is believed to be 
easiest to gain admission. Many who 
erdinarily would come through New 
York or other enstern ports, are being 
sent to Mexico. They are told that it 
is easier to cross the border. Many who 
are met by our inspectors on the border 
have been brought to Vera Cruz and 
are ticketed to New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusetts and other eastern states. Onc 
cam readily comprehend why this mcthod 
is resorted to. 


He Advocates an 


Educational Test. 

In belief that it is to the best interest 
of our country that all people who come 
here should be able to read and write 
their own languagé or some other, so 
that they may for themselves learn the 
laws and requirements of American 
citizenship and become acqquainted with 
our institutions. It is not an advan- 
tage to any country to be populated 
with illiterates. 

If the cducational requirement had not 
been stricken from the immigration law 
submitted to the lIast Congress, more 
than 25 per cent of the adult male aliens 
who were admitted last year would have 
been barred with their families. Among 
the great number of immigrants are very 
many who are not in sympathy with our 
government or institutions. Congress 
has wisely provided for the shutting out 
ef a certain number of that class, but 
many must be admitted under the law as 
it now stands, who, we believe, are just 
as dangerous to our society as those spe- 
cifiically barred. 

We are — beginning a canvass of the 
prisons, charitable institutions and asy- 
lums throughout the country to deter- 
mine accurately the number of aliens 
who have become lawbreakers or public 
charges, with the time of thelr arrival 
in the country. 

From what little information has al- 
ready been obtained, I am satisfied the 
public will be greatly surprised to learn 
of the vast number who, within a very 
short time after their arrival, are being 
supported by charity or held in confine- 
ment for violations of our laws, 


He Will Make an 
Appeal to Congress. 


These figures will be embodied in a 


comprehensive report to Congress, which 
will also contain reports from our agents 
in Europe and from inspectors on our 
boundaries and at our chief seaports, By 
this means we hope to bring the atten- 
tion of the publio to the importance of 
the situation, with its dangers, and we 
believe Congress will recognize the ne- 
cessity of further restrictive legislation. 

The United States can secure all the 
immigrants it needs and of a high class 
at any time, and these should always be 
welcomed. Good and desirable people 
come from every section of Europe. They 
come to stay, go where there is opportu- 
nity, settle down and become good cit- 
izens. 

There is plenty of room for that class, 
but we do not belleve there is room for 
a great proportion of the class that are 
now flooding our shores. To shut them 
out will be for the best interests of our 
country and remove a danger that is 
daily becoming more threatening.

Mr. Talbot, who expressed, the greatest 
surprise that the project had become 
known, discussed it, though he did not ex- 
plain how it happened that he is to handle 
the financial ribbons in a publication in 
which the personnel of nearly every de- 
partment will be women.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2%.—The Gg inion 
of Tommy Ryan, champion middleweight 
Pugilist, expressed after a visit to Jim 
Corbett’s quarters this week, that Corbett 
would win over Jim Jeffries, gains grou 
slowly here, though the wise men at the 
game are more than inclined to agree 
with Ryan. 

With the public though both Corbett 
and Jeffries are popular, the general 
opinion is that there can only be one end- 
ing and that tn favor of Jeffries. 

Corbett still contines his work confi- 
dently. He firmly believes what most pe 
ple consider a fanciful invention of his 
Press agent: that he is stronger, huskier 
and more capable man physically than 
ever before in his career. 

Cohbett’s belief in this respect has more 
than an imaginary foundation. Measure- 
ments taken of the champion last week 
show that every one above h’s waist line 
has increased, some of them remarkably. 

In the circumference of his forearm 
Corbett has gained three-quarters of an 
inch, while his bicps are fully an inch 
larger than at any period ‘of his career. 
His chest measurement shows an increase 
of two and one-half inches. His wrists 
are bigger and he is heavier around the 
shoulders. In fact, as far as figures go, 
Corbett is a better man than ever before. 

When he delivers a blow and sets him- 
self for it, he can punch with any one. 
There ia no denying that fact as he has 
shown a world of power behind his drives. 

Critics, however, argue that Corbett has 
always had plenty of power behind his 
blows, and that had he set himself to de- 
liver one in a fight he could have knocked 
out anybody in the ring. 

The argument is that Corbett’s style of 
fighting will not permit him to get set 
for a blow. Defense is primary in his style 
of fighting, and defense involves his get- 
ting away. This means that Corbett is go- 
ing back about the time his biow lands 
and that its force is therefore greatly di- 
minished. 

Corbett recognizes this fact and says he 
will change his style of fighting and go in 
to fight Jeffries at his own me.

HE Independent Holiness \People of 
“the Church of God, which has head- 
quarters in St. Louis, will hold a 
notable yearly meeting in Macon County 
next month. The sect is found chiefly in 
Missouri. Kansus and Iowa. Its members 
will begin their apnual feast of the Taber.- 
nacles at College Mound, Mo., August 6, 
and conclude it in a park near Macon Au- 
gust 23. 

There will be several thousand people 
at the two camps if the weather is gvod. 
No ordinary preacher will meet the re- 
quirements of the worshippers. Last year 
one service began shortly after sun-up 
one morning, ran all through the day ani 
night following, and concluded at 10 on 
the morning of the second day. when the 
audience and preachers quit from sheer 
weariness. It was pronounced the most 
glorious meeting that had been held dur- 
ing the fourteen years of the organization's 
existence. 

The village of College Mound gets its 
name from an immense brick school build- 
ing on the brow of a hill. 

Before the war this college was con- 
ducted by the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church in Missouri, and ranked with the 
best of the State's higher schools. Two 
Stage lines ran to the town. When the 
war began nearly all the older students lay 
down their bocks and picked wf muskets. 

The war found College Mound and 
McGee College prosperous and progres- 
sive. It left the one a forgotten, isolated 
hamlet and the other a mammoth square 
of time-defying masonry. 

The spot was ideal for people who 
shunned the world. The Holiness people 
purchased the old building cheap, and in- 
stulled a faculty to teach all the necessary 
branches of the ordinary school, and to 
qualify students for business. It has been 
run with fair success, but has never re- 
gained anything like it ofd-time prestige 
asa hall of learning.

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Siberia’s New Mastodon Surpasses Missouri’ 
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ERHAPS the largest mammoth skele- 
pP ton ever found was discovered 

recently in the extreme northeastern 
part of Siberia. It is a skeleton of a 
mistodon, and was found in the ice on the 
shores of Beresowka, a stream flowing 
into the Kalyma. The Imperial Academy 
of Science at St. Petersburg sent out an 
expedition headed by Otto Herz to re- 
cover the remains and bring them to Se. 
Petersburg. The journey to the place oc- 
cupied four months, and after several 
more months of hard labor the mammoth 
was finally landed at the Russian capital. 
The natives of northeastern Siberia give 
a peculiar explanation of the presence of 
mammoth skeletons in the region. They 
explain the frequent occurrence of mam- 
moths in the snow and ice by saying that 
these animals live in the interior of the 
earth and occagionally come to the sur- 
face, where, owing to the great cold, they 
soon freeze to death. The skeletons 
found there are preserved, owing to their 
having been imbedded in ice for many 
centuries. 
Up to this time the Koch mastodon in 
the British Museum has been the finest 
specimen known. It was dug ffom a 
morass in Missouri, out om the Gasconade 
river, by Dr. Koch, a @t. Louls collector, 
and sold to the British Museum for $25.-

In various parts of the world the curious 
phenomenon of colored rain sometimes oc- 
curs, and in many instances it is due to 
simple causes. In some cases the coloring 
matter is found to be nothing but the pollen 
dust shaken out of the flowers on certain 
trees at such times as a strong wind hap- 
pened to be blowing over them. Fir and 
cypress trees, when grouped together in 
at certain seasons of the 
year give off enormous quantities of pol- 
len, and this vegetable dust is often carried 
many miles through the atmosphere by the 
wind, and frequently falls to earth during 
a shower of rain. The microscope clearly 
reveals the origin of such colored rain, 
which has on more than one occasion 
puzzled and mystified the inexperienced.

Wight ordinary 
hen's eggs were found only to give way 
under a pressure applied al) round of be- 
tween 400 pounds and 676 pounds eon the 
square inch of surface. When 
were applied internally to twelve eggs they 
yielded at pressures of 32 pounds to @ 
poundg@s per aquare inch. The pressure 
required merely to crugh the eggs was be- 
tween 4 pounds and 75 pounds per square 
inch. The average thickness of the shells 
was 18 thousandths of an inch.

Carnegie in Scotland, and was impressed 
with the size of a skeleton which was the 
star exhibit im Mr: Capnegie’s exhibit in 
paleontology.

The creature wa@ one of the largest of the 
dinosaurs, and the specimen under ar- 
rangement at Pittsburg will be a contr'i- 
dution to the United States exhibit of 
paleontology before it is shipped to Eng- 
land. The diplodocus was a dinosaur, one 
of those great amphibians which lived in 
paleozoic time. Some of them were s0 
enormous that they could not support 
themselves out of the water, and they 
oftentimes attained a length of more than 
a hundred feet.

HREE-FOURTHS of the gold output 
T of Alaska is said to be coming from 
the placer mines. The total output 
increased in five years from $2,500,000 in 
1887 to $8,900,000 In 190%. More than five 
millions of this came from the placer mines 
of the Seward Peninsula, on the southwest 
coast of which is the famous Nome beach. 


The Glenn creek mining camp is on the 
site of the most tmpeortent discovery of 
placer gold made in the interior of Alaska 
during the seasons of 1999 and 1992 The 
camp is abovt twenty-eight miles nearly 
due south of the town of Rampart on the 
Yukon river. in seme places the pay 
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streak has a width of from twenty to aixty 
feet, and im one place a pay streak seven 
feet thick is reported. The Nome gold 
placers are confined to the Httle streams 
and benches within an area of about one 


mile wide and two to three miles long.
